fhe majority of us are covered by insurance 
ego inst all i re risks, but occasionally I 
meet a hardy individual who refuses to take 
out a policy. Some have such a supreme con- 
fidence in their own driving ability aud luck 
that they regard insurance as unnecesBary ex- 
penditure, while others fefuse to take a 
policy because they believe that the premiums 
are too high. The latter class is always miser- 
ible. | 
I notice that an English County Court 
Judge came out strongly as an advocate of 
compulsory insurance. There 1s much to be 
said for his view. The only argument that I 
ever have heard advanced against it is that 
compulsory insurance would result in an in- 
crease in the number of road hogs. Personally, 
I do not think that there is much in the 
point. But even if the argument were well 
hased, I think that the police and magistrates, 
backed by public opinion, would soon deal 
offectively with any undue recklessness on the 
road.

pegligence caused a collision was not insured, 
and consequently there was no use in seeking 
yedress. the other hand, I have. known 
men who have been compelled to sell their 
cars when a verdict has been given against 
them. Cases of this character should be im- 
possible.

John, against the witness’s wishes, 
married Deborah O'Sullivan, -a girl without a 
dowry, after refusing an offer of a girl with 
€250. The witness told John that if he 


married Deborah O'Sullivan he would ‘not: 


give him a sod of land, and after the mar- 
riage he put him out of the house. After 
that there was considerable friction between 
them. 

On the day of the murder, the witness pro- 
ceeded, he saw John amongst the men who 
attacked the house, and he said to him—‘'l 
know you, John. It is not worth your while 
to leave anything after you. It is all broken; 
finish it off.” Witness and his son Michael 
were inside the house and shots were ringing 
out. Michael was shot in the ankle and 
died seven days afterwards in the infirmary 
from tetanus. . Q’Sullivan fired. that shot.

Hope For Houses. 


The Irish, housing problem, which was 
discussed by President Cosgrave at the 


the most urgent question of our social 
life for many years. Under Dr. Addison's 
Housing Act of 1919 a good opportunity 
was offered to local authorities to over- 
take the shortage of houses, but at that 
time people s thoughts were running in 
purely political channels, When the Pro- 
visional Government came into power one 
of its first acts was to offer local authori- 
ties two pounds for every: pound that they 
could raise for the purpose of building 
houses. It was a most generous offer— 
more generous, indeed, than it was finan- 
cialfy sound from the taxpayers’ point of 
view—but, although Dublin and some of 
the townships took advantage of it, seventy 
out of-the ninety Free State local authori- 
ties ignored it altogether. Consequently 
the housing problem in the Free State is 
even moreacute now than it was three years 
ago; and, as Mr. Cosgrave said, build- 
ing costs and rates of interest have proved 
to be a powerfu] deterrent against new 
building. The present Government has 
introduced a Bill into Dail, Eireann, which 
will not solve the problem, but is calcu- 
lated to make an excellent beginning. This 
Bill provides. for a State grant of some 
£300,000, which, as the Government hopes, 
will bridge the gap between the present 
cost of house building and -the rents 
that people are able to pay for new 
houses. If the plan: succeeds, some 3,000 
new houses will be built, and the State 
grant, which will be quite free, will work 
out at about £20 per room. Fifty thousand 
pounds will be allocated to reconstruction 
work on existing dwellings. , 

This housing scheme has all the elements 
of success, and it must not be allowed to 
fail. As President Cosgrave told the Rotary 
Club, it will demand the willing co-opera- 
tion of the State, the municipalities, the 
architects, builders, workers and prospec- 
tive tenants. “Official ’’, building schemes 
have been a sorry failure in Ireland, and 
the Government is wise to insist. that this 
time private. enterprise shall have an 
absolutely free hand. . Municipalities: will 
not be encouraged. to build houses except 
in districts where private ‘contractors are 
not available. The difficulties in the way, 
of course, are very serious. Costs still 
are inordinately high; money can be 
borrowed only at heavy rateg of interest, 
and tenants are unable to pay “economic ”’ 
rents. Possibly the appeal which was made 
by President Cosgrave’ to the’ members of 
the Rotary Club and the other business men 
of Dublin will help. to make matters easier 
in the city, at any rate, ‘His suggestion is 
that, if a number of men should come 
forward now and pledge their credit for 
twelve moúths, five hundred. new houses 
could be builí in Dublin almost ‘imme- 
diately, and at the end of twelve months 
the guarantors would not be the poorer by

There is a danger, however, 
that, while we are laughing at fangasies, 
facts may take us unawares. We ought 
to realise that, almost beyond question, 
the Free State will have a large increase 
of tourist traffic during July, August and 
September. The British Empire Exhibition 
at Wembley will attract, perhaps, a million 
visitors from the Dominions and the United 
States. At least two international con- 
ferences will. be held in London during 
the summer—the conference of the Bars 
of Britain, Canada and the United States,. 
and the conference of the world’s adver- 
tising experts. Some thousands, at any 
rate, of this vast congregation will wish 
to extend their holiday to Ireland—if only 
to see how the newest Dominion is prosper- 
ing.

In the first place, the 
caravanserai of Southern Ireland, after a 
disma] period of closure, will be re-opened 
under entirely new management, and all 
the guests will be critics. Their experience 
will be either a very good, or a very bad, 
advertisement for the Free State. In the 
next place, the quality of many of our 
visitors in the coming sumer will be out 
Sf the common. No doubt, we shall enter- 
tain, via Wembley, statesmen, financiers, 
captains of business and others who, if. 
we win their good graces, will be able to 
advance the Free State’s interests in their 
own parts of the world. Surely, then, the 
time has come for less talk and more 
action, Are all our surviving hotels ready 
to do their best for visitors? Has any 
census been taken of the nugber of private 
houses in Dublin which are willing to 
accommodate “paying guests?’ Are 
Killarney and al] the other show places 
swept and garnished? Are our-roads being 
made ready for invading motor cars? Are 
our railways organising cheap and com- 
fortable excursions? Is there at this 
moment any skilled and competent direc- 
tion of the Free State’s new bid for success 
in the tourist industry ?

OBITUARY. 


DR. JOHNSON SYMINGTON, 


Dr, Johnson Symington, Emeritus Professor 

of Anatomy in Queen’s University, Belfast, 
from 1893 to 1918, died in Edinburgh on 
Sunday. Born 1851, he was educated at 
Taunton and under the late Sir William 
Turner at Edinburgh University, where he 
graduated M.D. Subsequently he became 
a Fellow of the Royal Colleges of Surgeons, 
England and Edinbargh. He devoted himself 
to anatomical research, and on the death of 
Professor Redfern was appointed to the Chair 
of Anatomy in Queen's College Belfast. 
He was Registrar in the old Queen’s College, 
a member of the Senate, a member of the 
Statutory Commission of Queen's University, 
and of the General Medical Council. 
- In 1905 Professor Symington became, a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and was Presi- 
dent of the Anthropological section of the 
British Association. Thrice in succession he 
was President of the Anatomical Society of 
Great Britain and Ireland. His publications 
include “ The Topographical: Anatomy of the 
Child,” an Atlas of Skiagrams of the Teeth 
(with Dr. Rankin), various papers on human 
and comparative anatomy. He was one of 
the editors of “‘Quain’s Anatomy,” and his 
latest work was an atlas showing the topo- 
graphical anatomy of the neck, thorax, 
abdomen afd pelvis. 


LORD GEORGE FITZGERALD. 


We regret to announce the death of Lord 
George FitzGerald, which took place at Rome 
on Saturday last, of pneumonia. 

Lord George FitzGerald was 
of the fourth Duke of Leinster, and 
uncle of the present Duke. He was born in 
1862, and was educated at “Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 1884. 
He spent some time in the Diplomatic Service, 
and was private secretary to the late Sir 
Henry Blake, Governor of Jamaica. 


MR. LOUIS KELLY. 


_ The death is announced, at his residence 
in a Liverpool suburb, of Mr. Louis Kelly, a 
well-known member of the Live Bar. 
Forty-nine years of age, Mr. Kelly was a 
native of Ireland. After practising at the 
Bar in Dublin, he went to Liverpool about 
nine years ago, and’ built up a substantial 
practice, particularly on the civil side, 
although his ‘services had been retained in 
several criminal trigls of note. He was a 
member of the Liverpool Junior Reform Club, 
of which he was a past President. He had 
never. completely recovered. from a serious 
illness of which he was a victim about two 
years ago.

Much regret is felt at the death, on Sunday, 
after a tedious illness, of the Rev. A. A.

"CELLO AND PIANOFORTE., 


Yesterday’s was the last of the Royal 
Dublin Society’s weekly music recitals for 
this season at- the Theatre Royal, Dublin. 
The artists were Commendatore Michele 
Esposito and Mr. Clyde, Twelvetrees,. at, the 
piano and “cello, respectively, and seldom has 
either been heard to better advantage. 

The Brahms “Sonata in F major ” was 
noted for the serenity with which the 
romantic nature of the work was revealed. 
Yet at the first the piano part seemed 
extraneous: it: was the ‘cello that absorbed 
attention, just as in the last two mov»nents 
it was the piano that stressed the feeling and 
made the telling phrase. The ‘cello is often 
called ** the t of the orchestra”’; in the 
Adagio affettuoso here one felt the truth of 
the description. Mr. Twelvetrees is not of 
those who abuse the wonderful tone colour 
of his instrument. Rather he uses it very 
purely, with that mingled smoothness and 
austerity which makes all his work seem 
serious and very deeply felt. Last Monday 
we heard some wonderful ‘cello playing of 
= different calibre, most interesting as 
showing the»freedom with which theg’cello 
is used now as compared with its' restriction 
in the older works. Yesterday the grace and 
delicacy of the Boccherini “‘ ‘Cello Sonata in 
A major,’ with its ornament and instinct 
for movement, the gorgeous Brahms Sonata, 
and the Beethoven ‘‘Sonata in A major” 
were the restful creations after which art 
strived in the past, whereas to-day's art 
strives to arrest the hurry of the movement 
by striking the bizarre note.

The lrish Boundary. 


The request of the Prime Minister this 
afternoon that a question put to him by 
Colonel Bury should be postponed for a 
fortnight is rather intriguing. In a fort- 
night's time the Boundary Committee will 
have met again, and Northern Ireland will 
have to make good her case against the 
Free State. In reply to a recent inquiry 
on the possibility of agreement being 
reached in this matter it was stated that 
the Government meant that there should 
be agreenrent, and that no failure would 
be permitted. If we assume that Northern 
Ireland still wishes to remain aloof on 
this question, will the Government take 
steps to compel her to come in, or will 
things go on as before?

On the motion that Clause 1 stand part of 
she Bill, Captain Fitzroy asked for. informa- 
ion as to the present outbreak of foot-and- 
nouth disease in Northampton. He said that 
he Northampton market, which had been 
‘losed for weeks, was opened again last Satur- 
lay week. A number of animals were sent 
» the market and sold, and since then. there 

had been seventeen outbreaks in the country, 
Did the Ministry of Agriculture know if the 
animals contracted contamination in the 
market or if they were infected before they 
were sent to the market ? 


Mr. G. Lambert inquired if the Ministry | 


suspected that the disease was brought into 
the country in hides from Jamaica.

POSITION OF IRISH FARMERS. 


Mr. McConnell drew: attention to the un- 
fortunate position of Irish farmers, who 
suffered the loss of their cattle without 
receiving compensation. f[rish store cattle 
could not bé got to this coantry unless the 
British Government gave help to the Irish 
farmer who sent them, Cattle leaying Ireland 
were subject to a very searching examination 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. He would 
compliment the right hon, gentleman on | 
appointing able officers to carry out the work 
in Northern Ireland. These cattle were 
examined by these officers before they were 
shipped, and examined in this country. and 
detained during a certain period.

Among French public men who are turning 
to the League of Nations for the solution of 
the European problem, none speaks with 
deeper conviction than M. Henry de Jouvenel, 
Senator and representative of France on the 
Council of the League. 

Mr. Macdonald’s intention to propose a 
séttlement on an international basis and with 
the co-operation of the League has his full 
sympathy. 

“I have no right to speak of what M. Poin- 
caré might do,’’ he told me, “ but things are 
certainly turning in that direction here, ‘I 
not only wish it, as you know,, but believe it 
will come about. As to reparations, I think 
it is, perhaps, too early to say. Better let the 
Expert Committees report first and see how 
the problem will emerge then. It will do no 
harm to let matters develop by stages though, 
personally, I have my views of where they 
will end. 

“The question of France’s security is more 
easily discussed. Security—well, it means 
two things—first, the <¢ontrol of German 
armaments, and then the Rhineland. Control, 
as so far exercised, has disappeared, or rather 
it is illusory, and thus creates a false sense 
of security, which makes it a danger. 

“Eventual control by the League is 
already provided for by the Treaty, and if it 
came at once it would be to everybody’s 
interest, It would be pleasanter, even for 
Germany, for she would certainly find it far 
less wounding if she were one among many, 
other nations to agree in accepting control by 
a general collectivity of States.’’ :

Although the vast majority of the Central 
Assembly has voted for a round-table’ con- 
ference o study ways and means of exending 
reforms, the Nationalists will be temporarily 
satisfied by the Ag 35 'NR of a Royal Com- 
mission, says Pandit Malaviya, President of 
the Hindu University at Benares and a lead. 
ing Nationalist. he Swarajists prefer a 
round-table conference, which would include 
all Indian parties and interests, but they 
realise that it is unattainable now. 

If a Royal Commission is appointed, Pandit 
Malaviya says, the obstruction movement will 
not be started in the Assembly. However, if 
the Commission’s report should mmend 
less than the minimum Natio mand, 
the obstruction programme will be carried 
through. 3 

Pandit Malaviya, declaring that he spoke 
for the entire party, outlined to\me the fol- 
lowing demands, which, he indicated, are the 
least that will be acceptable »—Immediate 
total self-government of the provinces. Im- 
mediate responsible government for all India, 
but retention of the powers of the Army and 
Navy under the Viceroy for 20 years, 
during which time British forces “in 
India shall be reduced to 20,000, and the 
retention by the Viceroy of foreign 
affairs, including relations with the native 
princes, Increased facilities for training 
officers. In return, the Nationalists are ready - 
to guarantee that there shall be no reduction

DEFENCE OF INDIA. 

M. Alaviya repudiated the attitude whic 
has been attributed to one extremist—that 
Great Britain would continue to defend India 
with its blood after the Indians had taken 
over the Government. “‘We object to a large 
budget of items for European officers, which 
can be passed by the Viceroy over our heads. 
We are not desirous of securing full control

We believe 
that. London will yield in a few months, for 
the English are wise. ! 

““Ghandi is less interested in our campaign 
than in our constructive programme, which 
includes the suppression of Hindu and Moslem 
differences.

Immigration to the United States will be 
further restricted if a bill, now before Con- 
gress, becomes law. . 

The bill, drafted the House Committee 
of Immigration, is designed to curtail still 
further total number of aliens admitted, 
teensy those from Southern and Eastern 

urope, while excluding entirely Japanese and 
others ineligible for American citizenship. Jt 
is estimated that the total quota of immi- 
grants admitted under this pro law 
would be 168,837, compared with 357,803 
under the existing law. 

Under the existing Jaw the number of 

immigrants from each country admitted each 
year is restricted to 3 per cent. of the num- 
ber of foreign-born persons of that nationality 
resident in the United States in 1910. The 
bill proposes to reduce the quota of each 
country to 2 per cent. of the residents in 
1890. 
The effect of the change will be to make 
only a comparatively minor reduction. in the 
number of immigrants who may come in from 
Great Britain, Germany, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, and the other countries of Northern 
and Western Europe. The reduction wrought 
by the bill in the number permitted to come 
in from countries of Southern and Eastern 
Europe is, however, Quite severe. For ex- 
ample, the number permitted from Italy will 
go down from 42,057, as at present, to 3,912 
In the case of Russia the decrease will be 
from 21,613 to 1.992. Poland will be reduced 
from 21,076 to 5,156.

«Spain has withdrawn from the League of 
Nations Conference on the limitation of naval 
armaments issue. 

The country has refused to collaborate 
further in ns for the extension of. the 
Washington Treaty. 

The Spanish standpoint, as explained by 
Commander Montagus, the chief member ot 
the delegation, is as follows :— 

“Spain, although not bound to accept any 
limitation of her naval armaments, 
voluntarily offered to limit her capital ship 
tonnage of 105,000. Argentina, China, anu 
Turkey declined to accept limitations, while 
Brazil, Chile, Greece and Sweden made their 
offers conditional on similar undertakings by 
Argentina, Turkey and the Baltic Powers. 
This meant that nobody was pledged. 

‘Spain felt that her" unconditional offer 
deserved a better reception. Her delegation 
was incensed because after the Conference, 
by a first vote, had agreed to the proposed 
105,000 tons limit, it refused by a second 
vote to authorise the building of the additional 
tonnage necessary to bring the present total 
of 82,000 tons up to that figure. 

“This is nonsense, and Spain accordingly 
felt. obliged to withdraw.” 

The object of the Rome Conference sum- 
moned by the League of Nations Council was 
to prepare the way for another International 
Conference, projected for next year, to ex- 
tend the limitation of naval armaments to 
States not represented at Washington.

PROPOSAL OF BRITISH CABINET. 


It is understood, states Z’he Times, that 
the Cabinet has decided in favour of restoring 
the privilege of free travel between a mem- 
ber’s constituency and Westminster, and that 
a resolution on the subject will be presented 
to the House of Commons in the near future, 
though it is probable that the matter will 
be left to the free vote of the House. The 
Prime Minister yesterday promised a definite 
statement on the subject in a fortnight’s 
time, the reason for this delay being that 
the matter is now under the consideration of 
the railway managers.

“- People required better houses and more 
space than their fathers were content with. 
But the difficulty in the way of supplying the

Looking around the country he 
knew of no better platform than that of the 
Rotary Club from which to deal with this 
subject. They had discovered during the last 
few years that ueither municipalities, nor 
local authorities, nor State organisations were 
in a position to deal alone in a satisfactory 
manner with the housing problem. They had 
come to the conclusion—and he thought it 
would be subscribed to by all who had know- 
ledge of the conditions—that if success in this 
matter were to be achieved it must come 
through private enterprise; that was to say, 
commercial enterprise. 

They had discovered that building by 
guilds was not a practical proposition. That 
system might in the future lend itself to more 
favourable treatment; but the’ problem at 
present demanded immediate attention if it 
was to have any success at all. He did not 
need to refer, in this assembly, to the high 
cost of building, and to the righ rates of in- 
terest on money—the latter were known even 
to bankers themselves. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter.) Enough had been said to instil 
into everyone’s mind that better housing ac: 
commodation was required. People required 
better houses, and more space than theit 
fathers were content with. But the difficulty 
in the; way of supplying that need was the 
high cost of building, the high rate of in- 
terest, and the unwillingness of many tenants 
to pay suitable rents. Many tenants could 
not pay economic rents, ol others had na 
desire to pay. It was, therefore, obvious that 
State assistance was to some extent neces- 
sary for the housing of some workers. 

THE STATE PURSE. 

There were many calls upon the State, and 
they could not do much until the country en- 
aoe more settled conditions. Local loan funds 
or housing and other projects must await 
peace and prosperity. The floating of loans 
would at present be economically unsound. 
When the Provisional Government was in 
existence it made a very attractive offer to 
local authorities, with the view of developing 
their appetites for house-building throughout 
the country. The offer was that for every 
£7 raised for housing by the local. authorities 
the State would contribute £2. It was a 
melancholy reflection that that generoug offer 
had not the desired result. Out of 90 local 
bodies, only twenty availed themselves of the 
offer. Dublin and most of the larger urban 
districts, such as Waterford and Rathmines 
did well. There was a bill before the Dail 
at present, by which the Government would 
be empowered to offer £300,000 towards bridg- 
ing over the difference between the price at 
which a house could be built or sold for and 
that which the people might be able to pay. 
The contribution would work out at about 

20 per room. The grants would be free, 
not subject to interest or repayment. [t wag 
expected that 3,000 new houses would be built, 
£50,000 would be-granted for the reconstruc. 
tion of existing dwellings, and about. £13 
would be allowed for each room in these. 

The Government wanted the work to be 
undertaken immediately, in order that, first 
of all, those immediately concerned, and wha 
had reason to be suspicious of those who were 
bettér off than themselves, should see that 
there was a real attempt made which, with 
their co-operation, ail be a success. It 
was also intended that the approaches ta 
those dwellings should be improved, so ag 
to enable public utility societies to continue 
the work which they had done so well in the 
past. The co-operation which was expected 
would come from the State, from the muni- 
cipalities, architects, builders, workers and 
tenants—the Government and municipalities 
by way of grants, architects by economic 
design and construction, and by the use of 
suggestive plans; builders by limiting profits 
on sale poh In construction, workers by in- 
creased output, and tenants by payment of 
suitable rents. It was not intended that local 
authorities should undertake building. It 
might. be that before the measure was finally 
passed an opportunity would be afforded ta 
some local authorities, where there were no 
private individuals to take up the work, te 
undertake the business. 

THE ONLY WAY. 

The Government had come definitely to the 
conclusion that there was only, one real 
method of making this service a success, and 
that was by giving private enterprise full and 
complete freedom. For a £500 house the 
State contribution would be £100; and ae 
the years went by the tenants of the houses 
would find their yearly rates diminishing, 
until finally they became the owners. Fifty 
years ago the Artisans’ Dwellings Company 
was formed, and Lord Ardilaun and Lord 
Iveagh each took £5,000 in shares, and their 
work was a great benefit to the city. He was 
hoping that they could get from this genera- 
tion something in the nature of a real 
big effort towards the relief of the awfai 
needs of those who were at present suffering 
from the evils of congestion in cellar dwell 
ings and the like. They had received from 
the Labour’ Perty in the Oireachtas a sym 
pathetic consideration for the Housing Bill 
That party would have asked for more; but 
they appreciated*the fact that the State had 
many calls upon it, that its oblicati us in 
respect of mapey borrowed were great, and 
that if the State were to succeed they must 
have sound economic pronvositions put for- 
ward. An opportrnity was now afforded for

FOREIGN GOODS. 
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IRELAND AGAIN BECOMING A 
DUMPING GROUND 


At the monthly. meeting of the Executive 
(Council of the Cork Indastriai Development 
Association, Mr. William Kelleher presiding, 
the “serious. retrograde movement * which 
has set in so far as Irish industrial activities 
‘are condéernéd, was contidefed. Tt war the 
feeling of the meeting that the old spirit of 
laiseez faire Was Aeain taking hold of the 
country, and that the demand for goods of 
Trish manufacture was on the wane. The 
character and volume of the unpecessary 
imports, through the Port of Cork alone, in- 
dicated that Ireland was more than ever be- 
coming the dumping grovnd for goods of 
foreign origin. 

Statistics showed how strong the rctrograde 
movement had grown. Between July. 1922, 
and July, 1923, the import, in tons, through 
the Port of Cork of fish was 1,023; wheaten 
flour, 17.000: furniture, 486; biscuits, 793; 
boots and shoes, 729; bricks, 1,239; brooms 
and brushes, 145; candles, 545; soap, 971; 
slates, 867; etarch, 30; stationery, 429 agri: 
eultaral implements, 112; jams and preserves. 
1,090; confectionery, 1,450. Whilst. these 
goods were beina imported over 10,000 Irish- 
men and women emigrated through the Port 
of Queenstown.

, AUSTRALIA'S POST OFFICE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—I have read * Cotta’s”’ letter and 
consider what he says about distances and 
time of delivery between one colony and 
another io be correct; but 1 never found the 
Austraiian posta] service good enough to talk 
about, Jt is as good as Ireland's at the present 
time—plenty of room for improvement m both 
places. I thitk, however, that the Irish post- 
men or postal people take far more trouble to 
deliver msufficiently addressed letters than the 
Australian postal people. I received a letter 
from Sydney bearing my name and all the 
address on it was ‘‘ Monkstown, Ireland.” It 
went first to County Cork, and came back to 
try County Dublin, eventually reaching me at 
my address with very little delay. 

I wrote to Sydney, to a legal man in Pitt 
street, as [ had done many times before; but 
because this man had moved further along the 
street—only a couple of doors—the postman 
did not take the trouble of finding him, but 
wrote on the cover the.one word, “Left.”

INQUIRY. 


The affairs of Ennis Asylum were invest'- 
gated yesterday by Mr. MacLysaght, who is 
conducting, on Í of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, an inquiry into the administration 
of public bedies in County Clare. 

Dr Frank O'Mara, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, said that in 1914 the wees 
was £11,593: in 1920, £27,591; in| 1921, 
£32,525; in 1922, £40,725; im 1923, £31,718, 
and for 19241925 they had submitted an 
estimate for £24,166. The bill for wages and 
saiaries had increased from £6,000 in 1920 to 
£10,403 in 1995. . 

The great increase in cost was due, he said, 
to the general rise in prices and wages. The 
avera cost per head worked out at 
£24 10s. 6d. in 1914, and at £55 12s. 4d. in 
1923. The total number of patients was 491, 
and, excluding officers, the staff consisted of 
40 men and 38 women. In 1914 the staff 
numbered 57. A first-class male attendant 
was paid £105 per year with allowances, and 
a first-class female attendant ££7 per year 
with allowances. There were 55 paying 
patients in the institution. The Committee 
had requested the Local Government Depart- 
ment to include in the new Local Govern- 
ment Bill a clause giving them power to com- 
pel relatives with means to pay fora patict’s 
maintenance. 

The Inspector, referring to the audit.<s 
report, questioned the witness as to the post- 
tion of Dr. J. W. Garry, Assistant Medival 
Officer.

MONTREAL, Monday. 

The third trial of. Father lorme, the 
Montreal priest, who js charged with the 
murder of his half-brother, Raoul Delorme, 
an Ottawa college student, in January, 1922, 
was begun . to-day before Mr, Justice 
Martineau and a jury. 

Father Delorme, on the occasion of his first 
trial, was adjudged insane. He was subse- 
quently released from the asylum where he 
had been sent, and at a seegnd trial the jury 
failed to agree. is ! 

Mr. Justice Martineau, at the opening of 
the trial to-day, rejected the application of 
the curator of the Delorme Bsiate, for an 
enquiry into the sanity of the priest, and 
ordered the case to proceed. 

Mr. R. L. Calder, Crown Prosecutor, ns 
an address to the jury, foreshadowed further 
evidence. Describing the finding of the body 
of Raoul riddled with bullets on a road on 
the outskirts of Montreal, Mr. Calder said 
that a man and a woman would testify that 
they saw a man resembling the accused. priest 
driving a similar car to that owned by 
Father Delorme along the road at two o'clock 
the same morning. Mr, Calder claimed that 
the priest had murdered Raoul at the Delorme 
home a few hours before, and then deposited 
the body where it had been found, the motive 
being to inherit the insurance policy and 
estate of Raoul, and cover up the deficit in 
the finances of the estate administered 5y 
Delorme.—(Reuter.)

AMERICAN. OIL SCANDAL. 
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PRESIDENT’S” SECRETARY 
EXAMINED. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Mr. Bascom Sleemp, President Coolidge’s 
Secretary, who appeared.as a witness at to- 
day's hearing of the ail leases investigations 
informed the Senate Oil Committee that he 
met, Mr. Fall and Mr. McLean, Editor of the 
Washington Post, while at Palm Beach, but 
had no private talk with them. Mr. Sleemp 
said :—‘t fT met Mr. Fall at lunch and dinner 
three or four times, but T was there for my 
health, and not on any confidential mission 
for anybody.”’ 

Mr. Sleemp stated that his visit to the 
Southern resort was before the Doheny dis- 
closure. He did, he said, mention the oil 
charges to Mr. Fall, and advised him to tefl 
the Committee everything. Mr. Fall, who 
had already appeared « ‘e before the Com 
mittee, had replied that he had rothing more 
to tell. Mr. Sleemp admitted sending several 
telegrams to President Coolidgé from Palm 
Beach. These, however, had had no bearing 
on the present inquiry, and he preferred to 
treat them as confidential. 

Before the hearing of this evidence, officers 
of the two local banks testified that Mr. 
McLewm had less than ten thousand dollars 
balance at either bank during December, 
1921, when, according to Ar. McLean's state: 
ment. he gave Mr. Fall a cheque for a 
hundred thousand dollars as a loan, which Mr.

TRADE OBJECTIONS. 

Concerning the situation which has arisen in 
Dublin between the Ministry for Home Afiatrs, 
the Customs and Excise authorities and the 
cinema trade regarding the question of 
censorship, the joint secretaries of the Film 
Reiiters’ and Exhibitors’ Associations yester 
day issyed a long statement, in the course of 
which they say that the trade do not object 
to legitimate “Government charges. but the 
members deeply resent “the granting of a 
lucrative monopoly to a private concern. 
‘The fact is.” the statement adds, “ that the 
Government has made it impossible to carry 
on the film trade.” 

When questioned as to what this meant, one 
of the joint secretaries informed an Irish 
T'imea representative that their main objection 
was to what he described as the exorbitant 
scale of charges for films placed in bend while 
awaiting censorship. 

If, he added, the trade had been consulted 
hefore the new arrangement was made, 
facilities could have been provided for con- 
structing a bonded store that could be worked 
meré economically and with all-round. satis- 
faction.

Mr Farren expressed the belief that, if the 
Council were empowered to oppose these bills 
and to promote a. bill of . its own, they 
would be able after a little while to relieve 
the rates and supply their customers at a 
much cheaper rate than now. 

Alderman Hubbard Clarke, who seconded, 
said he was hopeful that some arrangement

DROWNED ON THE 
GOODWINS. 


STRANGE STORY AT AN 
INQUEST. 
At the resumed ingest at St. Margaret’s, 
Dover, yesterday, on one of the victims of the 
wreck of the kétch, Lord Hamilton, on the 
Goodwins, on February 12th, Thomas William 
Reid, coxswain of. the Ramsgate lifeboat, 
stated that they got within ten yards, but 
could neither see nor hear anyone, and as the 
ketch’s boat was missing they concluded that 
the crew had got away. They shouted and 
searched the sea for some distance around. 
The Coroner—You say that you got within 
ten vards of the wreck, and yet, whatever 
you did, you must realise what a lamentable 
failure you made of it. There were three men 
in the rigging behind the sail. They looked 
at your boat, and regarded that boat as their 
only chance of life. ne captain of the ketch, 
in his written statement, said that he waved 
his hands and shouted, saw you try to get 
your anchor, and then saw you set your sail 
and go away.. Awful, isn’t it? 
The -coxswain replied that they always did 
their best. ° 
Summing up, the Coroner said that it was 
almost impossible to realise the awful feeling 
of despair that must have come over the men 
when they saw the lifeboat going away. The 
work of the lifeboatmen around our coasts 
was beyond all praise. The coxswain sai 
that they did all they could, and that the 
fault lay with the men in the rigging not 
making their presence known. He was sure 
that the jury would accept that; for it was 
inconceivable that lifebdatmen would have 
gone away had they known that the men were 
there. 
The jury returned a verdict of death by 
misadventure. |

A conflict between two trades unictis is 
likely to lead to s ‘ious trouble in the Derry 
shirt and collar factories. The anions 
cerned are the Garment Workers and 
Female Factory Workers’ branch of the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors: and 
Tailoresses, and the dispute centres round the 
question of the umons to which the workers 
will belong. 

Last week the Garment Workers’ Union 
issued a manifesto requesting all factory opera- 
tives to join the Union within 48 hours, fail- 
ing which the work that they produced would 
be considered “tainted goods,” not to be 
handled by trade union labour. 

Subsequently the Executive Council of the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors and Tailoresses 
issued a warning to the workers to disregard 
the ultimatum, which they characterised as 
““a shot at dawn threat.’’ They advised the 
workers to take no notice of the threat and 
to continue members of the Tailors’ and 
Tailoresses Society. 

As a counterblast to this the Garment 
Workers’ Union called a special meeting of 
the <utters belonging to their body, at which 
the following resolution was passed :— 

“That this meeting of cutters, members of 
the Garment Workers’ Union, pledge them- 
selves to give full support, and, if necessary, 
make sacrifice, to uphold the policy of our 
officials in dealing with the non-unionists.
